9 Board to eect certain officers; requiring that an eval uation of the Board and the
10 statutes and regulations that relate to the Board be performed on or before a

11 certain date; requiring the Board and the Department of Health and Mental

12 Hygiene to submit a certain report to certain committees on or before a certain
13 date; and generally relating to the State Board of Social Work Examiners.
